Academy of Sciences. 


“OBITUARY 


Mr. Benjamin Franklin Hooper, President of the Col- 
well Lead Co., died at his home in New York city on April 
20.. Mr. Hooper was graduated from the College of the 
City of New York in 1878. 


Mr. Owen McCabe, President of the McCabe Boiler 
Works, of Newark, N. J., died April 17, at his home in 
that city of Bright’s disease. Mr. McCabe was born in 
Ireland about 60 years ago. 


Mr. D. L. Curtice, Civil Engineer, died at his home in 
St. Paul, Minn., on April 15. Mr. Curtice was born in Au- 
burn, N. Y., 73 years ago. He moved to St. Paul in 1856, 
and was the first City Engineer of that city. After retir- 
ing from service of the city he engaged in private busi- 
ness in engineering work. 


Mr. Alexander Angus McLeod, a prominent figure in rail- 
road circles, died April 19 at his home in New York city. 
Mr. McLeod was 54 years of age and was engaged in real 
estate and banking business, principally in Duluth, Minn., 
until his election to the presidency of the Elmira, Cort- 
land & Northern R. R., in New York State. Later he be- 
came General Manager of the Philadelphia & Readivrg R. 
R., and upon the retirement of Austin Corbin as President 
he was advanced to that office. In 1893, he resigned as 
President of that company and became one of the re- 
ceivers of the Philadelphia & Reading R. R. and Philadel- 
phia & Reading Iron & Coal Co.* He was also President 
of the Boston & Maine and of the New York & New Eng- 
land roads. 


General Egbert L. Viele, soldier and civil engineer, died 
in New York on April 22. General Viele was born at 
Waterford, N. Y., June 17, 1825, and was graduated from 
West Point in 1845. He served in the Mexican War and in 
Indian campaigns, and resigned from the army in 1850, to 
take up the profession of civil engineering. In 1854-1856 
he was State Engineer of New Jersey, and in the latter 
year he was appointed Chief Engineer of Central Park in 
New York city, and had much to do with the preparation 
of the original plans for that park. At the outbreak of the 
Civil War he entered the service as a Captain of Engineers 
of the 7th Regt., N. Y. Militia, and was made a Brigadier 
General of Volunteers in 1861; he took part in the Port 
Royal Expedition and the capture of Fort Pulaski, and was 
for a time Military Governor of Norfolk, Va. On leaving 
the army he resumed his work as a civil engineer and was 
Park Commissioner and President of the Park Commis- 
sion of New York, and in 1885-87 he was a Congressman 
from this city. General Viele was the author of several 
books and published a Topographical Atlas of the city of 
New York. He was a member of a number of military 
organizations and scientific and other societies.

BROOKLYN ENGINEERS’ CLUB.—On April 19 the club 
visited the new East River Bridge to see the process of 
spinning the cables. The visit was highly Interesting, (A 
brief description of the cable-spinning was given in Engi- 
neering News of March 6, 1902.) The wire used has a 
diameter of .190 to .192 ins., and is drawn in lengths of 
3.500 ft., on the average, the longest lengths of wire of 
that size ever manufactured. These lengths are shop 
spliced into lengths of about 15 miles, enough to fill one 
reel. The splices between the different reels are made in 
the field, and are of the same type as the shop splices. 
Each of the four cables appears to be a little over half laid 
up at present. Most of the members of the club crossed 
the river on the temporary foot-bridge which runs along a 
few feet below the permanent cables. This foot-bridge i« 
suspended from small temporary cables resting on tem- 
porary saddles on the towers separate from the main 
cable saddles.

AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—Two 
papers were presented at the meeting of the society on 
April 16. The first of these, entitled ‘Is It Unprofessional 
for an Engineer to be a Patentee?"’ by A. R. Eldridge, M 
Am. Soe. C. E., elicited little discussion. (The paper was 
printed in the February ‘‘Proceedings’ of the society, p. 
107.) The general opinion seemed to be that an engineer 
had a right, and often an obligation, to patent his own 
inventions, but that when this is done while in the employ 
of a client the latter shall have free use of the invention: 
further, that whenever an engineer recommends an inven- 
tion of his own for use by a client, the full fact of his 
relation to the invention shall be clearly brought to the 
knowledge of the client. 

The second paper was by Mr. Joseph Mayer, M. An 
Soc. C. E., on the subject ‘‘The Stiffening System of Long 
Span Suspension Bridges for Railway Trains’ (printed tn 
the February ‘Proceedings’ of the society, p. 111). The 
paper was not read, but was at once presented for dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. L. S. Moisseiff, M. Am. Soc. C. E., attacked the 
argument and the conclusions drawn in the paper as to the 
relative merits of two-hinged and three-hinged stiffening 
trusses (the author decides in favor of the latter). He 
pointed out the more important approximations involved 
in the comparative calculation, and suggested that these 
affected its accuracy to such an extent that the conclusions 
should be materially different. Several other member 
also expressed doubt as to the correctness of the con- 
clusions and pointed out sources of error. 

Mr. Wilhelm Hildenbrand, M. Am. Soc. C. E , Claimed 
that exaggerated importance was often attached to stiffen 
ing systems in suspension bridges, particularly so in case 
of highway bridges, where they might almost be called a 
luxury. He instanced a highway bridge of some 200-ft. 
span over the Merrimac River, built in 1801, and having 
chain cables forged by a local blacksmith. The bridge ts 
still in use, and has for some time been used by electric 
cars; the measured maximum deflection produced by one 
of these cars is something over 20 ins. Though the bridge 
was in no sense in dangerous condition, the speaker had 
recently recommended a stiffening truss and auxiliary 
cables. He also mentioned the old wooden stiffening 
trusses of the Niagara suspension bridge, which though 
rather flexible, did satisfactory service until worn out 
They were then replaced by Mr. L. L. Buck, M. Am. Soc 
C. E., who put steel trusses in their Place. The speaker 
stated that some time later a chord of one of these steel 
trusses broke, but traffic was not interrupted by the ac 
cident. After the chord had been repaired all diagonals of 
the trusses were loosened up to prevent a recurrence of 
the break. In conclusion Mr. Hildenbrand expressed the 
opinion that there was little danger of making an error in 
calculating stiffening trusses. They could not be made too 
flexible; the only error could lie in making them too stiff 
Mr. L. L. Buck, M. Am. Soc. C. E., then briefly explained 
the incident of the broken chord of the stiffening trusses 
of the Niagara bridge. Forced by circumstances to make 
the trusses deeper than he thought best, he had calculated 
that the diagonals might be loosened up a certain amount 
to relieve the trusses of excessive temperature stresses 
This idea was carried out, but later a bridge foreman 
tightened the diagonals up, and in a hot spell soon follow- 
ing, under a specially heavy train load, the chord broke.

The machine described in this pamphlet is designed to 
make molds for casting bends for cast-iron pipe, with a 
range from 20 ins. to 84 ins. In diameter, with radi! from 
5 ft. to 50 ft., and of any length from 1° to 60°. The ma- 
chine was patented April 15, 1902. by Mr. Henry C. Lam- 
bert. of Fern Bank, Hamilton Co., 0., but has not yet 
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been built. Its inventor is an experienced pipe founder, 
however, and it is claimed that the machine will be able 
to produce the specials in large cast-iron pipe within its 
range at one-third to one-sixth the present cost for mold- 
ing. An additional advantage of this machine is that the 
bends are cast on end like straight pipe, thus avoiding the 
defects which are likely to occur with specials cast on 
their side.
